. “NOT PROVEN.” 


The Jury’s Verdictin the Famous Alfred 
Monson Trial. 


EDINBURGH, Dec. 22.—This was the last day 
of the trial of Alfred J. Monson,charged with 
the murder of Lieut. Hambrough at Ardla- 
mont. It opened with the usual ceremonies. 
Counsel for the prisoner were the first to ar- 
rive incourt, and they were soon followed 
by the jury and by the prisoner, who re- 
tained the same remarkable air of coolness 
and self-possession which has characterized 
him since the trial opened. 

The Lord Justice Clerk took his seat half 
an hour earlier than usualin order thatthe 
trial might be finished to-day. 

Mr. Thompson began in clear and confident 
tones the address in behalf of the prisoner. 


Counsel said that th e case for the crown was 
founded only upon motive and circumstan- 
tial evidence and he claimed thatit was not 
supported by direct testimony. The 
motive, Mr. Thomson added, was not sum. 
cient to condemn and it was scarcely allowa- 
bie that this otherwise weak case should be 
bolstered up by the presence of the imagi- 
nary motive. Coming down to details, Mr. 
Thomson said thatthe bulk of the evidence 
showed that so long as Lieut. Hambrough 
— Monson could live in comparative com- 
ort. 

Counsel vontended that Scott's“ absence 
was a distinct advantage to Monson, in 
whose favor he might have testified. Low- 
ering his volce and amid the ailence of 
the court, counsel said impressively that 
this was the greatest calamity which ever 
befeli Monson—that this man Scott“ is un- 
able to testify. Mr. Thompson proceeded to 
argue that the idea of scuttling the boat in 
order to drown young Hambrough was ab- 
surd, when Momson could easily have tipped 
the Lieutenant out over the side of the boat. 
In the concluding part of his speech he re- 
viewed the evidence dealing with the actual

The Testimony of Mrs. Andrew 
Foy Admitted. — 


Much New Light Thrown on the Dr. 
Cronin Murder. 


THE WITNESS TELLS OF MEETINGS AND 
CONVERSATIONS. 


— — — 


If Her Evidence Can Be Established as 
True It Will Be @ufficient to Condemn 
Not Only Defendant Ooughlin but 
Others—Her Detailed Story Listened 
To With Breathless Interest — The 
Cross-Examination. 


OCnIcaGco, III., Dec. 22.—Mrs. Andrew Foy, 
pale and nervous and guardea by a police 
officer, appeared incourt to-day, ready to 
testify in the Coughlin case. The letter 
which she is reported to have received warn- 
ing her not to testify and containing dire 
though guarded threats had apparently 
added to her fears for her personal safety. 
Her husband, she said, did not appear at her 
home last night, and guarded by a detail of 
policemen, she had been undisturbed. For 
fear that she would be intercepted on her way 
to the scene ofthetrial she appeared in the 
court-room long before the hour for the con- 
vening of court and patiently waited to be 
called to the witness stand. The warning 
letter received by Mrs. Foy was, it is said, in 
substance as follows: 


Don't beatraitor. Look out for yourself 


and little family, and remember the fate of 
Judas, went out and hung himself, and 
whose body burst open and let his bowels be 
scattered on the ground.“ 

Mrs. Foy is the wife of Andrew Foy, who, it 
is said, was the first man to openly denounce 
Dr. Cronin asaspy after Dr. Cronin had 
disappeared. It was at Foy’s house, it 
is craimed, that the alleged con- 
spiracy against the doctor was 
hatched: and it is the story of the 
meetings of the conspirators implicating 
Coughlin as the leader that the prosecution 
has been so anxious for Mrs. Foy to give if 
possible.

DOW SILL. 


The Authorities in Daily Receipt of 
Threatening Létters, and Suspicious 
Looking Packages, Supposed to Be 
Infernal Machines, Are Discovered in 
Various Parts of the City—The Citizens 
Expectant. 


PARIS, Dec. 22.—The police authorities are 
stillonthe alert against Anarchists and the 
latter continus sending threatening mes- 
sages tovarious officials and announce that 
further outrages may be anticipated. In ad- 
dition the police are in receipt of several 
suspicious packages. and supposed infernal 
machines continue to be found in the streets 
and elsewhere. 

Though noactual feeling of panic exists, 
there is no doubt that anybody here will be 
astonished at the nes ot a fresh outrage 
upon the part of the Anarchists. 

The repressive measures taken against 

anarchy throughout France have served to 
enrage the Anarchists and to make many of 
them desperate and anxious to demonstrate 
thatthe police are not so powerful as the 
Government imagines them to be. 
This does not alter the fact, however, 
thatthe firm attitude of the authorities is 
having wholesome effect upon all classes of 
society, somewhat restoring confidence 
among the bourgeoisie and putting a decided 
carbupon the obnoxious vaporings of the 
enemies of society, 

A package was discovered early this morn- 
ing on a window sill of the Marie ofthe 
Thirteenth Arondissement. A burned-out 
fuse was attached to the package and upon 
the latter were the words, ‘‘Death tothe 
Borgeois,.’’ 

The package upon being examined by the 
police was found to contain blasting powder 
and revolver cartridges.

The Board of Public Improvements met at 
noon to-day and opened bids for the hori- 
zontal water tube bollers atthe new water- 
works, 

When bids were taken on these 
same bollers some two months ago and 
the contract let to the lowest 
bidder, which happened to be an Eastern 
concern, the local boller makers made a 
most vigorous protest and carried the mat- 
ter before the committee of the City Council 
to whom it was referred by the board fof ap- 
proval. They claimed that the plans and 
specifications drawnup by the Water Com- 
missioner were of such a character that local 


concerns were virtually barred from bidding 
on tnem. Mr. Holman appeared before the 
committee and indignantly denied these 
charges, stating that the plans and specif- 

cations calied for a first-class modern bDoller, 
and if the local talent could not furnish it 
they were to blame and not the Water De- 

partment. 

The influence ofthe local makers had its 
effect, however, and the Council refused to 
confirm the contract. The board accord- 
ingly advertised for another letting for to- 
day, the plans calling for plain ordinary hor- 
izontal water-tube Dollers. It is claimed 
that there ee local concern 
which can make awater tube boiler, and 
this appears to have been evidenced to-day 
by the John O’Brien Boiler Co. putting in 
a bid for fine tube boilers with an addendum 
that Hawley furnaces would be furnished with 
them for $5,000 extra. The did was rejectea 
on the ground that it did not conform to the 
rule of the board which requires ali bids to 
be made on blanks furnished by the board. 
It was understood that the bid was put in 
as the result of a conference held by 
the local boller-makers and that 
exceptions will be taken to its rejection 
when the matter comes before the Ceuncil.

In his affidavits already filed Mr. Guerrier 
makes numerous charges against the 
company, among others that the 
company has numerous bonds outstanding 
that it can not meet when due, that its office 
furniture is mortgaged to pay salaries, that 
the United States Courts have forbidden the 
use of the mails, etc. Randall Burns and 
Wm. D. Johns, collectors for Guerrier, Claim 
that when they went to collect the 
bill President McDonald said that owing to 
their inability to open their mall $10,000 
worth of money was tied up.

THE CITY LIGHTING 

The new electric lighting trust takes a 
forfeited contract along with the plantand 
franchises of the united companies. 

The Municipal Co. has failed to observe 
its contract with the city by putting up 
lights when demanded, the failure in some 
instances being empahsized by a flat re- 
fusal. It is now several hundred lampe 
behind orders and has, it is said, often an- 
nounced a determination to neglect this 
duty and induce the city to formally de- 
clare the contract forfeited, 

Not having done this, it is an open ques- 
tion how far the city, by condoning the 
violations ‘of agreerhent, has lost its right 
to declare the forfeit when the new cor- 
poration has assumed the responsibilities 
ot the old one. Thecontract has been 
repudiated by the Municipal, but the obli- 
gation still rests upon that company and 
is assumed by the trust. A question of 
some interest just now is whether or not, 
having passed to a third party without 
notice of forfeiture attached, the contract 
is practically renewed, purged of all con- 
sequences arising from the laches, of the 
Municipal. 

However that may be, the city does not 
lose the right to ehforce ‘performance from 
the new company. Possibly, if not prob- 
ably, it would be to the public interest to 
cancel the contract and make some other 
arrangement, either with the hoped-for 
co-operative company or by direct muni- 
cipal action, if that be possible, al- 
though the Municipal company com- 
plained that there was no money 
in lamps at $74.95. This, however, is 
not confirmed by the experience of Chi- 
cago, where the cost to the city which does 
its own lighting is only $56; nor of Mil- 
waukee and Topeka, where the cost is 
about $50. If the figures are accurate, and 
they are gathered from official sources, 
there is no good reason why St. Louis 
should continue to pay the price which has 
proved so unsatisfactory to both parties to 
the deal. |

New Emergency Ambulance. 


in other large cities of the country, but these 
discussions and plans failed to take a prac- 
tical turn and resulted in nothing. 

About two months ago Dr. Homan had 
some five or six carriage builders and manu- 
facturers submit plans and specifications for 
an emergency ambulance. 

They were to follow toacertain extent the 
lines laid down for the construction of the 
present Health Department ambulances, 
witha few suggestea improvements in the 
way of shelves, drawers, a water tank, etc. 
It was especially desired to have a marked 
decrease in the weight of the vehicle, so that 
it could be hauled more easily and dis- 
patched to a given point in quicker time 
than the old ambulances. 

Points and suggestions were taken from 
each of the plans submitted and a new one of 
a composite nature formed on which bids 
were taken. The Assembly had appropria- 
ted $375 for the purpose and the lowest bid 
was about $60 less than this amount. 

THD MODSBL ADOPTED. 

The contract for its construction was 
awarded and the department has been in- 
formed that the ambulance is ready to de de- 
livered. It was seen dy a Post-DIsPATCH 
artist in the factory on South Broadway 
Thursday andthe accompanying cut is re- 
produced froma photograph taken at the 
time. 

The vehicle is a very handsome and artistic 
piece of work. It is more striking in ap- 
pearance than anything of its kind in the 
city and will compare favorably with the 
best ambulances in the country. It was con- 
structed in all its details solely with a view 
to increasing the comforts and alleviating 
the sufferings of the class of patients for 
whom it isto be used. 

It is about ten feet in length, four feet wide 
and is built of hickory, oak, poplar and ash

with the City Dispensary. It will de used 
exclusively for emergency cases, such as 

persons run over by the cars, broken legs or 
arms from accidents, persons shot, attempt- 
ed suicides and the like, where medical at- 
tention is immediately "demande. Two of 
the assistant Board of Health physicians, 
Dr. George L. Kearney and Dr. KR. Moore, 

will be detailed for this ambulance service. 
They will alternate on duty a week at a time 
each and make headquarters at the Third 
District Station. 

Their hours will be from 9a. m. to 7p. m., 
allemergency calls after that hour being 
attended to at the Oity Dispensary. 

The ambulance surgeon will be fully equip- 
ped with a set of instruments, bandages, 
Sp ints, medicines, etc., so that the tient 
can be treated and relief afforded at once. 
Many a life will thus be saved where there 
was no hope under the old system. Many a 
patient has died from loss of blood and lack 
of medical attendance while being hurried 
inanambulance to the Dispensary or the 
City Hospital. 

After preliminary treatment the patient if 
slightly Injured will be taken to the City 
Dispensary. Serious cases will be taken 
direct to the City Hospital unless the patient 
daésires to go home orto some tA insti- 
tution. An ambulance stationed at the City 
Hospital during the months of 8e ber, 
October and November brought in 1 cases, 
one-third of which were strictly emergency 
cases. This ambulance was used only in the 
territory surrounding the Hospital. 

It is argued from this that one stationed at 
the Police Station inthe businéss center of 
the city will have three times as many calls 
as the one at the Hospital. 

Health Commissioner Homan must be 
given credit forthe successful inauguration 
of this system. He saw the necessity for it 
and has not rested since his appointment un- 
til now when he sees itan accomplished 
fact. With anew ambulance at the 01 
Hospital and one in the northern 1 . of 
the city he hopes in the near future to ac- 
complish the most satisfactory results.
